WASHINGTON, April 4—With Presi- 
dent Wilson and congressional leaders 
practically agreed upon free wool and 
a very low duty on sugar, eventually to 
become free, the Ways and Means Com- 
mit today began drawing a report on 
. the new tariff bill, estimating the loss 
of revenue from the new rates at $80,- 
000,000 a year. The revenue from the 
income tax will be estimated at a like 
amount, to be derived in this way: 

Incomes of $4000 to $20,000, 1 per cent; 
$20,000 to $50,000, 2 per cent; $50,000 to 
$100,000, 3 per cent; all over $100,000, 4 per 
cent; flat tax on corporations, 2 per 
- ¢ent. The exemption will be on all in- 
comes under $4000. The income tax pro- 
vision now stands this way, and is not 
expected to be changed. 

Among the numerous additions to the 
free list will be steel rails. Cuts will 


"’ “be made all along the line on the metal 


schedule. 

After the Senate Finance Committee 
reviewed the bill today, a subcommittee 
went into conference with Chairman Un- 
derwood of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. There is now believed to be a 
general agreement all around. 

President Wilson would like to see 
free sugar, but recognizes that a con- 
cession may be necessary to Southern 
planters, and would consent to a duty 
of practically one cent net a pound, pro- 
vided all duty be removed within three 
years. This would mean for the pres- 
ent a duty of $1 per 100 pounds to all 
countries except Cuba. 

The President has been told that either 
free wool or free sugar might pass, but 
that both could not. This was the 
status teday of the informal tariff con- 
ferences between the President and 
members of Congress. 

The President canvassed the situation 
. today first with Representative Brous- 
gard, Senator-elect from Louisiana. 
Broussard told the President that al- 
though his constituents could stand a 
tariff cut, they believed the sugar in- 
dustry of Louisiana would be destroyed 
by complete removal of the duty. 

Ne Desire to Ruin Business. 

‘The President declared he had no de- 
sire to destroy any business, but he 
hoped that within three years such a 
readjustment of the sugar business in 
Louisiana could be affected that the 
rest of. the United States could have 
free sugar and the Louisiana planters 
tak t in the industry.

The board 
held a special meeting March 27, and, 
after receiving a written statement from 
Richardson, it voted to expel him from 
membership in the exchange. 

Repeated efforts to see Richardson at 
his office or at his home to obtain 
a statement for publication, have been 
fruitless. 

Told of 12 Per Cent Interest. 

Various estimates of the amount of 
money he borrowed on duplicate bills 
Some of the 
creditors said the amount would be 
found to be between $60,000 and 
$90,000. 

Richardson was quoted as having 
told some of his creditors that his 
financial troubles dated from the 
financial stringency of 1907 when he 
was forced to borrow $40,000 at 12 
per cent interest. Payment of this 
interest in the ensuing six years, he 
said, was a burden which his busi- 
ness could not bear and he attempted 
to rehabilitate his fortune by giving 
duplicate bills of lading as a security 
for loans.

Christ Seeba Breaks From Strap 
About His Leg and Body Is

Christ Seeba, 56 years old, a tubercu- 
losis the city hospital, 
jumped from a window in a room on 
the first floor about 4 a. m, Friday 
and was killed. The building ts sur- 
rounded by a dry Seeba's fall 
was about 20 feet. 

The body was found a few minutes 
later by Miss Sallie Stone Edwards, the 
only night 
has 77 patients. 

Miss Edwards Yfeported to Dr. Fred 
Hagler, physician in charge of the ward, 
that she made the rounds of the beds 
shortly before 4 a. m. and looked into 
Seeba’s room, finding the patient there. 
Seeba. who went to the hospital Tues- 
day from his home at 1829 Olive street, 
was restless at night and had been 
placed in the separate room, it is stated 
at the hospital, to keep him from dis- 
turbing the other patients. 

The attendants had put a strap around 
one of the patient’s legs to secure him 
to his bed. Miss Edwards reported that 
when she entered Seeba’s room at 4:15 
a. m. she found the window open and 
the man’s body at the bottom of the 
moat. He had slipped his leg out of 
the strap. 

Mrs. Mollie Seeba. the widow, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that she will de- 
mand a thorough investigation. Her 
husband, she said, never has given any 
indication that he wished to kill him- 
self. He was cheerful, Mrs. Seeba: said, 
and she believes that he was delirious 
and not responsible for jumping from 
the window. 

The Seebas have been conducting two 
rooming houses. Seeba, his widow says, 
has been in poor health for two years 
and has helped her run the houses. They 
have a son, Christ Jr., 7 years old. 

Dr. Wayne Smith, superintendent of 
the hospital, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that since last April 63 nurses 
have been added to the staff, making a 
force of 12 in all. , 

‘“Tt would have made no difference in 
this case,’’ he said, “if there had been 
a dozen nurses in the ward. The nurse 
visited Seeba’s room five minutes before 
he jumped and found him all right. A 
few minutes later she went there again 
and he was gone. She could not stay 
there all the time. The patient gave 
no indication that he was liable to hartn 
himself. Of the 77 patients in ward 12. 
only 15 are sick, all the others being 
convalescents. This is one of those un- 
avoidable accidents that may happen 
at any time.”

70 CLOSE STORES 
BY 9 A.M. SUNDAY 


Chief Young Forbids Sale of 
Meats or Vegetables After 
That Hour. 


The St. Louis housewife who forgets 
to lay in her Sunday supply of groceries 
by Saturday night and then sleeps late 
Sunday morning, will find herself in a 
bad way for the Sabbath dinner. Every 
grocery keeper in the city has been 
ordered to have his place closed by 9% 
a. m. Sunday under pain of arrest and 
prosecution. 

Chief of Polive’ Young told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Friday that the order 
will be rigidly enforced. It is based upon 
a city .ordinance which _recently was 
tested in a friendly suit in the Supreme 
Court ‘and was found to be valid. 

The ordinance .was passed in 1910 at 
the request of the St. Louis Retail 
Grocers’ Association, aJthough a minor- 
ity of grocers opposed the measure. 
Previously the Association had tried 
to bring about Sunday closing by agree- 
ment, but had failed. 

The law does not affect confection- 
aries and permits bakers to sell bread. 
But it expressly forbids the sale of 
meats, green stuff, canned goods, pre- 
serves, vegetables and the other ar- 
ticles usually sold in groceries.

Judge Dyer Sends Men Back 
When Foreman Tells Him 
of Outlook. 


The jury in the case against ex-Con- 
gressman Harry M. Coudrey and Harry 
B. Gardner, charged with misuse of the 
mails in promoting the twin insurance 
companies, was called into the court- 
room by Federal Judge D. P. Dyer at 2 
p. m. Friday. The Court asked the 
foreman if a verdict had been agreed 
upon and was answered in the negative. 
Judge Dyer then asked what was caus- 
ing the long delay in getting a verdict. 
He wanted to know whether it was a 
question of law or one of fact. 

“I think we'all agree that the instruc- 
tions of the Court are quite clear,” said 
the foreman. 

Agreement is “Possible.” 
‘Then you are divided on a question 
of fact,’ said the Court. “Is there 
any probability of an agreement?” 
The foreman, Arthur G. Bostwick, 
said he thought there was such a pos- 
sibility. 

‘The court told the jury that this is 
a very important case and is costing 
the Government a good deal of money. 

“Go back after you have had din- 
ner,” said Judge Dyer, “and- have 
a thorough, honest, patient discus- 
sion, without feeling. Take counsel 
among yourselves and try to arrive 
at a verdict. 

The jury went to a Mstaurant 
charge of a Deputy Marshal. 

The case was given to the jury at 
4 p. m. Thursday. ‘The jurors retired 
to the Federal grand jury room to de- 
liberate, but when they had failed to 
agree upon a verdict by 7 p. m.

GROSS INCOME SMALLER 


Operating Expenses Increased, 
Causing a Reduction in Net 
Income of 7.27 Per Cent. 


The annual report of the North Amer- 
ican Co., for 1912, received by St. Louis 
stockholders Friday, shows an increase 
of earnings over 1911 of $239,000, with to- 
tal undivided profits of $5,085,470.69. In 
itg review of the financial condition of 
the United Railways Co., the report 
states that “the railways company has 
in its treasury sufficient funds, repre- 
sented largely by United States Gov- 
ernment bonds, with which to make pay- 
ment of accrued mill tax, should the 
Court of Last Resort decide against the 
company.” 

The North American Co. owns three- 
fourths of the common stock of the 
United Railways Co., and recently is re- 
ported to have purchased a_ large block 
of the preferred issue. Among the 4as- 
sets of the United Railways Co., listed 
by the North American Corporation 
are: Miscellaneous bonds and stocks, 
valued at $1,778,700; sundry bonds, $420,- 
000, and cash amounting to $667,648.73. 


Case in Supreme Court.

Victoria Clay Haley, president of the 
associated hegzro women's clubs of St. 
Louis, arrived at the Buckingham Hotel 
at noon, Friday, to attend the fina! 
session of the Mississippi Valley Sutt- 
rage Conference. No objection was Made 
by the management of the hotel to her 
presence, 

Mrs. Haley first appeared at the 
conference Thuraday, The presence ef 
the negress created a commotion, and 
it was only after a heated argument 
between Manager Darcey of the hotel 
and Mrs. David N. O’Neil and Mrs. LD, 
W. Kneffler, St. Louis suffrage lead- 
ers, that Mrs, Haley was permittef to 
remain. 

Wemen Shake Hands. 

The women invited Mrs. Haley beck 
for Friday’s conference, and when she 
did not appear, Friday morning, it ‘was 
thought that she would not come back 
When she did come, Mrs. Kneffler and 
Dr. Blount of. Chicago rushed up) to 
her, shook hands and congratulated her 
on her courage. Then Mrs. Haley was 
introduced to Mrs. Gellhorn, presideut 
of the Missouri State Suffrage Associa- 
tion, and they shook hands. 

It developed that Mrs. Haley was at- 
tending as the representative of Mrs. 
Booker T. Washington, wife of the well- 
known negro educator. 

Subscriptions for $1200 worth of stock 
in the ‘‘Woman’s Journal,” the official 
organ of suffrage, were raised at the 
morning session. 

Miss Laura Clay made a plea for 
support fer the Woman's Journal and 
then individuals from 12 different 
States pledged their States for $100 
stock each. 

Mrs. George Bass of Chicago, in dis- 
cussing “Enemies of Suffrage,"’ said 
that the ‘‘vested liquor interests of Wis- 
consin’”’ had defeated suffrage in that 
States by unfair methods. 

Mrs. B. C. Gudden, author of several 
books in German on suffrage, said 
that the Germans as a rule were op- 
posed to suffrage because the question 
had not been presented to them in the 
right way. She said that when she was 
conducting a campaign in an Irish dis- 
trict her workers did not carry the 
usual yellow banners’ of suffragism. 
They looked ‘‘orange’”’ to the Irish, Mrs. 
Gudden said, and so she substituted 
green cloth with gratifying results. The 
Irish mothers, she said, then held up 
their babies so the babies could see the 
green suffrage banners. 

Miss Marion Drake of Chicago told the 
delegates that a house-to-house canvass 
before election was most effective, She 
said work on election day did not count 
much.

Now, you'd 
think stockholders in as soft as that 
would hold an attitude, so to speak, as 
if to say, “I should worry.” 
Holmes Family Complain. 

In’ St. Louis lives the Holmes family— 
Robert, John A., Belle R., Mary Brooks 
Holmes and Florence Holmes Woodruff. 
They own about a half-million dollars’ 
worth of stock in the St. Joseph Lead 
Co. and the Doe Run Co., and you’d 
naturally picture them seated in per- 
fect content, each holding a silken bay 
for the golden captives of the monu- 
mental enterprises to jingle into, 

But not so. The Holmes family doesn’t 
like the way things are going in this 
concern of nearly fabulous riches. The 
Holmes family thinks the Board of Di- 
rectors of both companies—in four in- 
stances, the same in each company—are 
coming it a bit thick (apologies to 
Tzunnon town) in the way they call upon 
the treasury—their magic pumpkin, as 
it were, or pie or cinch, if you prefer— 
to supply them with rolling castles a 
la Pullman, or to cause mansions to 
spring up as Aladdin.did with his little 
and most charming lamp. The Holmes 
are plaintiffs in a suit for'an account- 
ing, and for restitution, if the charges 
are warranted. 

Waste One Among Charges. 

¢ Ah,” said Lawyer William B. Symmes 
Jr., to a Post-Dispatch correspondent, 
‘it all comes, you see, becatise the 
Holmes family wanted representation on 
the Board of Directors of both the St. 
Joseph and Doe Run companies. They 
tried hard for election in either and suc- 
ceeded in neither. So their present 
attitude is really a case of disgruntled 
stockholders who desired but could not 
attain a strong official influence in 
either company. 

‘So they have charged us with waste, 
excessive expenditure in the conduct of 
the business and too much generosity in 
the treatment of faithful and distin- 
guished employes—and that’s the whole 
trouble with the Holmes family, and 
there is nothing the matter with their 
business colleagues.”’

Charles M. Chapin, Firmin Desloge and 
Edward H. Kidder. Bdward C. Smith 
is vice-president and Hugh N. Camp Jr. 
treasurer. All are prominent in finan- 
clal matters, and against them is di- 
rected the demand for an accounting. 

What They Want tq Know. 

What about those private car parties 
with the champagne in the silver pails 
and the big black cigars with the golden 
bands? ask the Holmes people. And 
why was a mansion built for Manager 
Parsons at a cost of $64,000 and himself 
allowed to live.in it rent free; and the 
building, with upper floor used as a 
clubhouse for employes, where they 
could enjoy everything from the first 
ice cream to the last turkey trot, side 
splitting minstrel shows or heart-rack- 
ing tragedies by the same company? 

And houses worth $34,000 for employes 
who live in them—per Holmes’ affidavit 
~—all shorn of their dread of the landlord 
in that the company gives them the 
houses, rent free? 

And did the St. Joseph company lend 
the Doe Run company $1,000,000 on noth- 
ing even so substantial as the down on 
the swan’s neck? 

And has it ever been paid? And didn’t 
this loan so embarrass the St. Joseph 
company that it had to jockey an issue 
of railroad bonds for $2,500,000, and sell 
them for about $45,000 less than the §2,- 
500,000? 

Ami so Runs the Complaint. 

President Jones, it appears, is trying 
to struggle along on a $30,000 annual 
salary as presitient of the St. Joseph 
company; $26,000 as president of the Doe

Dr. Anna E. Blount of Oak Park, 
Ii, a Chicago suburb; Thursday aft- 


ernoon turned a verbal 16-inch can- 
non on Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout, also 
of Chicago, and the’ president of the 
Iilinois Suffrage Association, and 
thereafter it seemed that all the ar- 
senals were exploding. 

It is “The War. of the Fussy Suff- 
‘ers and the Sanitary Seekers.” At 
least that is the way a suffragist, 
who is on the inside, explained it to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. It appears 
that the “Fussy Suffers” are those 
suffragists who like jewelry and fine 
ciothes and believe in a practice of 
woman’s wiles as the most effective 
means of getting the vote from men. 
“Suffers” is a contraction for suf- 
fragists.”’ 

Stand on Their Rights, 

On the other hand, the “Sanitary 
Seekers” for the ballot stand on their 
“rights.” They are intellectual, have 
charge of the literature stands at the 
eonference and conventions and ab- 
hor stylish dress as a substitute Yor 
argument. They dress plainly and 
this is probably the source of the 
adjective “Sanitary.” 

The dovely, stylish and dashing Mrs.

Break in Cairo Levee on Mississippi 
Side Threatened. 

CAIRO, Il., April 4.—Anxiety to pre- 
vent the levee from breaking on the 
Ohio River side of Cairo led citizens 
today to overlook temporarily danger 
from the Mississippi. The result was 
that a force of workmen had to be 
rushed to the west levee today, as a 
washout was threatened between Nine- 
teenth and Twenty-fourth streets. 

High winds had caused the river to 
cut into the bank to such an extent 
that danger was imminent before the 
fact was discovered. Several hundred 
bags of sand were hurriedly carried 
from the Ohio~ River levee. By the 
transfer, which was made in automo- 
biles, further erosion from the bank was 
prevented for the time. 

The flood on the Mississippi side is 
well below the levee top. Water which 
has backed into the Caiche River at 
Mounds City, IIL, has found an outlet 
into the Mississippi and has caused a 
slight rise in that river. 

Arrangements being made by Lieut. 
Buckner, U. 8. A., for the comfort and 
safety of the people went briskly ahead 
today. By night it was expected that 
small life rafts would be placed 
throughout the city and in readiness 
for the big break, should such a crisis 
ever come. 

The banking of sand bags at Four- 


of all the workmen available was gath- 
ered there to reinforce it. The condi- 
tion was not considered alarming, but 
it would have become so without imme- 
diate attention. 

From the. Reelfdot Levee District it 
was reported that more than 2000 men 
were working to save a break in the 
levees of that section. A break there 
would relieve the situation here within 
less than an hour. An enormous amount 
of territory is covered by the district, 
and the most of it is low land. It would 
take a vast volume of water to flood 
the section and a break there would 
give an outlet which would prevent 
banking up of the’ water. 

In spite of the climbing water, many 
persons believe the levee will stand any 
‘strain, and if disaster does come, it 
will be an overflow and not.a break. 
Only a few inches separate the surface 
of the water and the top of the Govern- 
ment gauge, which is 5 feet. Two 
inches higher than th.. would bring the 
‘water to the top of the concrete wall, 
‘with only sand sacks to keep it back 
'from the city’s business district.

| Heavy Rains Causes Grave Danger 
From Flood Around Memphis. 

| MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 4.—Several 
hundred families are today fleeing from 
flood-threatened districts in North 

Memphis. Reinforced by a heavy down- 
pour which lasted for five hours last 
night, the already filled bayous in that 
section of the city are out of their 
|banks. Improvised levees made of 
\sandbags have thus far prevented a 
\flooding of a big residence section and 
the gas plant. 
| The river tose more than a foot last 
‘night and at 9 o'clock this morning 
| showed a stage of 41 feet, six feet above 
| fiood stage. 

Officias of the Catholic Church have 
| ordered general prayers for an avert- 
| ing of the impending flood. 
| A telephone message from Hickman, 
'Ky., stated that the city levee there 
| went out shortly after 12:30 today, flood- 
‘ing the factory district. No loss of life 
| was reported, as there had been ample 
lwarning of the danger and all of the

MORAL CONDUCT OF 


WESTERN SENATOR 
IS UNDER INQUIRY 


Man Seeking Federak Job Says 
Legislator Acted Improperly 
Toward Wife. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—Charges 
involving the moral conduct of a Dem- 
ocratic Senator from a Western state 
have been presented to United States 
Attorney Wilson, and he is investigat- 
ing. 

A man seeking Federal office, charges 
that when his wife, acting in his be- 
half, went to the Senator, the latter 
acted in an improper manner, and later 
repeated this conduct, calling on the 
woman at a hotel where her husband 
asserts having posted witnesses. 

The Senator declares the charges are 


blackmail, and part of a plot to ruin 
him politically. He declares that the 
witnesses against him are persons who 
have been or represent his political en- 
emies in his own state. 

The affair charged against the 
Senator is alleged to have happened 
a week ago. No attempt to keep the 
matter quiet was made either by the 
woman concerned, her husband or 
the witnesses, but no official steps 
were taken at the time. 

Later the accusers stated that they 
intended to drop the affair and 
finally decided to get the advice of 
a lawyer. The charges were then 
brought to the attention of. the 
United States Attorney. “* 

Attorney Wilson will not confirm 
a report that he. has presented the 
witnesses to the grand jury. A grand 
jury would have no jurisdiction over 
a Senator after Congress goes into 
session next Monday. The name of 
the Senator is withheld by the au- 
thorities, as no official action has 
been taken yet.

The drift seems 
irresistible because men without fortunes or with 
only moderate incomes independent of salaries 
decline to subject themselves to impoverishment 
and the humiliation of living as representatives 
of the United States in foreign capitals without 
sufficient income to maintain good homes and 
meet the ordinary social obligations ‘expected 
of men in their rositions. Theoretically, distin- 
guished Americans holding high diplomatic posi- 
tions should be able to live as they please and 
win respect by reason of their positions, talents 
and attainments; theoretically, they should set 
an example of democratic simplicity to Burope- 
ans; but the theory breaks down in practice. 
With other diplomats enjoying the ease of mind 
and the practical advantages of sufficient means 
tu meet social and official obligations, distin- 
guished Americans shrink from the hardships 
incident to being poverty-stricken representatives 
of the richest country in the world. They find 
the odium, regardless of the motive prompting 
it, intolerable. — 

The drift towards the rich man has complicated 
the problem. The lavish expenditures of multi- 
millionaire diplomats have made it. harder for 
others to live on small incomes. We do not want 
lavish living or spectacular extravagance on the 
part of American diplomats. It is one of the 
greatest arguments in favor of sufficient com- 
pensation that the present niggardiy allowance 
forces all except rich men out of the high diplo- 
matic service. We shoulc pay sufficient to enable 
poor men to live comfortably and to meet all rea- 
sonable obligations in the society in which they 
are compelled to live. 

President Wilson has sought for important 
diplomatic posts men distinguished in scholar- 
ship, literature and public service. He has been 
unable to obtain men of the kind ue wants unless 
they are blessed with considerable fortunes.

Female Suffrage in this country has not come 
by crime and never will. CTrime, violence, van- 
dalism may have retarded suffrage in England 
as they certainly would have done in the United 
States. Female suffrage does not require mar- 
tyrs here to immolate themselves upon the altars 
of law; it requires policy, persistence and a plea 
to fundamental justice. 

It may be argued that the British campaign 
o* violence has “advertised” the cause, and that 
without it the sisters in this country would not 
have gone on.so well; but the fact is that female 
suffrage in the United States was well on ‘its 
way before the Pankhurst era began in London. 

We withhold no admiration for tke dauntless- 
ness and mettle of the imprisoned champion.

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AN HONOR THAT MAY BE FLORIDA'S. 

Action by Tennessee and Pennsylvania ad- 
|vanceg the constitutiona! amendment for popular 
‘election of Senators to a point where its adoption 
is already in sight. The consent of but one more 
State ia needed to give the amendment effect. The 
missing vote may be supplied before the special 
session of Congress convenes next week, but the 
amendment by its own terms will not apply to 
Senators-elect who then present themselves with 
commissions from Legislatures instead of from 
the people. 

Ratification has, however, snocested with such 
unexpected and gratifying rapidity that the new 
national requirement will be imposed beforé there 
is time to adjust to the change the election ma- 
chinery of certain States where a choice of Sen- 
ators impends. The Florida Legislature, which 
met April 2, would naturally choose this month a 
successor ‘to Senator D. U. Fletcher, whose term 
will expire prior to the next biennial legislative 
session. Florida might, if it so desires, have the 
honor of being the first State to employ the new 
method. 

Georgia can accommodate itself to the change 
at its legislative session beginning in June. Cer- 
tain States whose Legislatures meet in January 
will be the next to feel the force of the new 
amendment. Kentucky, Louisiana and Maryland 
would, under the former system, select at that 
time successors to Senators Bradley, Thornton 
and Smith. Instead, they may be called on merely 
to revise their election laws to fit the change. 

In Missouri the 1913*legislative session has ad- 
journed and no regular session will be held until 
1915. Unless a special session is called the suc- 
cessor to Senator W. J. Stone cannot be voted for 
in the election of 1914 and provision for a choice 
by the voters must be made between January, 
1915, and March 4, when his term expires. A con-

ow TEACHERS AB ARE PROMOTED. 
fe the Balter of the Post-Dispatch. 

Through one of your staff you submft te me 
your editerial on “Promotion of Teacher#” in 
your edition of Apri} 1, asking me to giv# for 
she Information of the public any statement. con- 
cerning the facts involved, which I might think 
would interest them. I present in as brief form 
as I can the facts which I think shovld be gen- 
erally known 

All the acts of the Board of Education and its 
officers are, as they should be, predicated upon 
the theory that the schools are supported by the 
State solely for the instruction and development 
of the children or the people of the State. 

Th employment of teachers is the most !m- 
portant means tv this end. While full consider- 
ation for the comfort and happiness of the teachers 
is not only an important duty, but is an ab- 
sclute necessity for securing from them the high- 
est efficiency, any consideration for the fndivid- 
ual teacher through appointment or promotion to 
be just to the State must be because of the pe- 
cullar efficiency of the teacher in his work. This 
you recognize in your editorial. Its truth will 
doubtless be admitted by all who are unprejudiced. 

In the practice of private as well as public busi- 
ness, three different bases of promotion are rec- 
ognized. One is seniority in service, another is 
superiority in service, another considers both sen- 
lority and superiority. Seniority as the sole rea- 
son for advancement is archaic. 

The superiority that has in it the advantages 
of experience born of seniority is the quality com- 
monly recognized in any business as the valuable 
and deserving one. 

Any system based on superiority and seniority 
makes it necessary to estimate superiority, and 
to record both the efficiency and the term of 
service. It is obvious that the teacher’s estimate 
of his own value would be the “one man power’ 
in the most vicious form. This estimate in the 
separate schools must primarily be made by the 
principal, who has both the opportunity and the 
qualifications to make the estimate. The esti- 


mate of the principal's ability to perform correct- ’ 


ly this, which is one of his most responsiP’ 
duties, is made by the Superintendent of In**.uc- 
tion and his assistants who have , ampl~vpportyni- 
ty to judge of his capacity we .4ness. .

*“catizens, to the Board of Education, who are 
their trustees, and to his fellow teachers. His 
recommendations are always subject to criti- 
cal review by the Committee on Instruction and 
to disapproval when the committee thinks they 
do not deserve approval. 

The schedule of salaries approved by the Board 
of Education is arranged to give consideration to 
both seniority and superior ability. In the 
grades there are three different ranks—second 
assistant, first assistant and head assistant. The 
Salary of the teacher in each rank, if she is re- 
tained in the service, advances automatically till 
the fnaximum is reached. She may, however, be 
promoted from any step in the schedule of one 
rank to another rank if her efficiency deserves 
such action and there is a vacancy in the upper 
rank. In the high schools there are six ranks, 
and promotions there are made in the same man- 
ner. 

The practice in estimating and recording the 
efficiency of teachers and in making recommenda- 
tion for promotion is as follows: 

The principal is required to report three times 
a year on the efficiency of his assistants, mak- 
ing in each instance a detailed report on the basis 
of his estimate when the assistant is new to the 
school or when he has reason to note a change in 
his estimate. His report considers the following 
six items: 1. Management of Children. 2. In- 
struction. 8. Attention to School Business. 4. 
Scholarship. 6. Professional Interest. 6. Per- 
scnal Qualifications. These reports are gone over 
in detail by the Assistant Superintendent in charge 
of his school, who notes any exceptions which he 
feels it necessary to make. 

These estimates are recorded on a card record 
and are open at all times to the inspection of any 
member of the Board of Education. 

When vacancies occur in any ranking positions, 
the assistant .superintendent reviews the records 
of teachers recommended for promotion by prin- 
cipals, makes his report with recommendation to 
the Superintendent of Instruction, who reviews 
the records with the report and makes his rec- 
ommendations to the Committee on Instruction, 
placing before them all the records involved that 
the committee may make such examination as 
it deems necessary. If the committee approves 
the recommendations they are submitted with its 
approval to the Board of Education in regular 
session. 

It cannot be claimed that all the teachers in 
our system get all their unselfish and efficient 
service earns. There are many who are compe- 
tent to fill much more important positions than 
that to which they are now assigned. The only 
thing that is lacking with such people is op- 
portunity. 

The city by its generous support of the schools 
has shown its willingness to give such compen- 
sation in salaries as it could afford to give. There 
are limits beyond which it cannot go. The pro- 
fession of teaching is not peculiar in such natural 
barriers to ambitious progress.

FORESTATION AND FLOODS, 
Bom the Denver Republican. 

All the weight of scientific investiga- 
tion into the subject. of forest cover and 
the control of stream flow indicates that 
trees have a most important part to 
play in holding back the rainfall. 
In order to settle this controversy far 
all time, and by actual experience in- 
stead of through deduction alone, the 
United States Government has estab- 
lished an experiment station at Wagon 
Wheel Gap, Colo., where the relation of 
forest cover to stream-flow will be 
shown through observation extending 
over a long period of years. This ex- 
periment includes the study of two in- 
dependent water sheds, each containing 
a living stream of the type familiar 
to the Rocky Mountain country. Each 
water shed is fairly well forested. The 
experiment was begun in the summer 
of 1910. Everything that can enter into 
the question of stream-low is being ac- 
curately recorded by experts at this 
station. After the records have been 
continued for several years, one water 
shed will be denuded of all its timber, 
and a set of comparative records will be 
started. The records of the soil wash 
in the concrete settling basin of this 
water shed, as taken before and after 
the denudation of the slopes, will prove 
whether trees have real economic value 
in preventing rapid erosion of soil. The 
comparative height of the stream be- 
fore and after removing forest cover, 
will show exactly what effect trees have 
in regulating stream-low in general. 
There will be no disputing the records 
made by these scientists at Wagon 
Wheel Gap, for most of the entries are 
automatic, being made by the latest 
devices used in meteorological work, 
stream-gauging, etc. 

If the experiment shows the people 
of the Middle West how forest restora- 
tion will gradually eliminate this annual 
springtime horror, it will be worth un- 
told millions to future generations.

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TRAINS IN ENGLAND 


Empty Cars Wrecked isd Rail- 
ways Take Steps to Protect 
Their Stations . 


| ee 
LONDON. April 4.—Some empty trains 
were dynamited near Stockport, Che- 


shire, in the course of the night. Suf- 
fragettes are suspected of having com- 
mitted the outrage. 

Warnings were sent out today by the 
directorates of all. the railroad systems 
in the United Kingdom to the effect 
that militan suffragettes had threat- 
ened to burn stations in various parts 
of the country. Patrols will be stationed 
at all stations and‘in tunnels. 

Two girls suspected of being militant 
suffragettes about to commit violence, 
were arrested before dawn. They car- 
ried bags filled with paper saturated 
with, oil and had candles and matches. 
In each of the bags was a paper bear- 
ing the warning: 

“Beware how you 
hurst.”’ 

The girls whee brought up at the 
Police Court gave their names as Phyl- 
lis Brady. and Millicent Dean. They had 
explained to the policeman who arrested 
them that they were returning from 
their Easter holidays. 

Art Gallery Is Raided. 

Suffragettes last night raided the 
Manchester Art Gallery and smashed 
the glass on 13 famous pictures, in some 
cases the glass piercing the canvases. 
Three women, Mrs. Forester, Miss Man- 
esta and Miss Annie Briggs, were ar- 
rested. 

Among the pictures 
Leighton’s *Andromache,”’ Watt's 
“Evening Prayer’ and “Love. and 
Death,’”’ and Holman Hunt’s “Flood’”’ 
and “Shadow of Death.” 

The sentence of three years in prison 
imposed on Mrs. Emmaline Pankhurst 
has aroused the militant suffragettes’ 
fury and they threaten strong reprisals. 
When sentence was: pronounced by the 
Judge, Sir Charles Montague Lush, in 
the Old Bailey session Mrs. Pankhurst, 
although her face blanched, showed as 
defiant an attitude as ever, declaring 
that she would fight to the end. 

Standing on the seats her followers 
shrieked and shouted anathemas at the 
court. For three minutes they held full 
sway in the courtroom. The police were 


treat Mrs. Pank- 


damaged were 


powerless. The Judge’s threat that he 
would commit the entire party of women 
to prison for contempt fell upon deaf 
ears. The women mocked the Judge and 
laughed at his threats, and they finally 
left the court singing the suffragette 
“battle song.’”” Such a scene never be- 
fore was witnessed at the Old Bailey. 

Outside the courtroom the militant 
women defied the police. “Arrest us! 
Take us to jail! What do we care?’ 
they shouted. 

The street crowd greeted the suffra- 
gettes with a mingled chorus of groans, 
hisses and boos. 

The suffragettes rushed to Holloway 
jail and cheered Mrs. Pankhurst as she 
drove up in a cab. One woman seized 
the horse’s bridle and threw the animal 
back on its haunches. For a moment 
it seemed as if the cab would be up- 
set, but a policeman, coming to the res- 
cue, righted it and the prisoner passed 
through the gates. 

One of the militant leaders, in an- 
nouncing the intentions of the suffra- 
gettes, said that even human life would 
no longer be respected. In London, 
Glasgow and other places’. throughout 
the country enthusiastic meetings were 
held last night, and every mention of 
Mrs. Pankhurst brought forth cheers. 

The Times of this morning announces 
that the Government does not intend to 
feed Mrs. Pankhurst by force. 

Women Issue a Statement. 

The Women’s Sociat and Political 
Union has issued a statement in which 
it. says: 

“This sentence is an incitement for 
women to continue the fight with more 
vigor than ever. It is certain to pro- 
voke retaliation by other women, and 
for whatever may happen the Govern- 
ment will be entirely responsible. The 
fight will inevitably be more furious 
than ever from now on.” 

Miss Andie Kenney, at a militant 
meeting last night, appealed to those 
who are indignant at the sentence to 
show their indignation within 48 hours 
by some definite deed.

Bunks Are Low, Mattresses Are 
Used for Carpets and Eleva- 
tor Carries Guests Who Are 
“Seas Over.”’ 


NEW YORK, Apri! 4—Miss Augusta 
Morris de Peyster, a member of an old 
Knickerbocker family, has ‘decided 
ideas of her own about lodging over- 
night seafaring men who have ‘‘gone 
too heavy on the hard stuff,’’ as sailor 
boys will do in port. 

On the fifth floor of the new million 
dollar building of the Seamen's Insti- 
tute of New York she is fitting up 12 
rooms for the exclusive use of those 
guests who find at night that they have 
drank everything in the city but its 
water. 

There is no trace of ® “cure’’ about 
this arrangement. It is only an  at- 
tempt to save from the dives and pro- 
vide proper quarters for those sailors 
who are “seas over’ and in need of 
special attention. 

The beds in these rooms are low and 
resemble bunks. The floors are carpet- 
ed with mattresses, and the sleeper who 
dreams that the boat is rocking and 
falls out of bed will not add the pain 
of bruises to the troubles of a “bun.” 
The fifth floor can also be reached by 
an elevator, and thus those who have 
been accustomed only to ladders will 
not have to tackle stairs. 

Miss de Peyster is secretary of the 
Seamen's Benefit Society, and has long 
been interested in a humane way in 
the boys whose home is on the high 
seas, or whatever tinre and tidé may 
bring them to. 

“T believe in helping people as one 
finds them and not as they ought to 
be,” she said. “I have always wanted 
no one to be turned away from our new 
building, and no doubt many will come 
there in a condition that, without spe- 
cial arrangements, we could not take 
care of them. I want them to come in- 
stinctively to our building and thereby 
save their health and whatever remains 
of their wages.” 

Miss de Peyster has christened her 
12 rooms “The Longboat,” taking the 
name from a couplet known to English- 
speaking sailors before the days of Co- 
lumbus: 

What shall we do 
sailor? 

Put him in the Longboat and let him 
bail ’er.

NEW YORK, April 4.—This city’s first 
annual “safety day” was observed by 
850,000 pupils today in the public and 
other schools. 


The American Museum of Safety, 


which is conducting a campaign of cau- 
tion against accidents. has set apart the 


day, and the educational authorities 
have given their co-operation by direct- 
ing teachers to read a “safety lecture” 
in all classrooms. 

Nearly one-third of the city’s school 
children now wear buttens, showing 
they are enrolled in the safety army. 
The>-children are taught how best to 
conduct themselves in the home and 
the street to avoid getting hurt. 

Reduction in the annual toll of fatal- 
ities and injuries is the purpose of the 
campaign.
